the Seſſions- houſe, without the leaſt mob or diſturb- 
ance whatſoever, | 

On his being brought to the bar, the indiq ment 
found »gainſt Fim for High Treafon, ſtating 2 great 
variety of overt acts, in carrying on a treaſonable 
correſpondence with ſome French ſubjetts, inform- 
ing them of the force, flation, and deſtination of 
the ſeveral ſquadrons of this country, was read by 
the clerk of the arraigns. 

The priſoner pleaded Not Guilty, and put kim- 
felt upon the country; after which he was informed 
by the court, that he was entitled by the laws of 
this country, to have two counſel and a folicitor 
affigned him, and upon his requeſt, they aſſigned 
Mr. Dunning and Mr. Peckham, as his council, 
and Mr. Platel, as his ſolicitor. | 
Mx. Peckham then applied to the court, that Mr. 
| De la Motte might be lodged in Clerkenwell Brides 
wel, where à rgom had been prepared for him, and 
Might not be ſent to Newgate, wherethere was no 
| place for him, but flalls for conderaned criminals, 
6 mg much crowded, The court at firſt doubted, 
whether they could comply under their commiſſion, 
| wich is, to deliver the goal of Newgate of the 
fir. De therein being; but afterwards. ordered 


I. De la Motte to New Priſon, Clexkenwell, in- 
formipg him, that his trial would commence the 
tollo wing morning, preciſely at go clock ; where» 
upon he howed reipectfully, and retited from the 
Par, attended by the ſheriffs, Mr. — 
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On Saturday the 14th of July, at 9 o'clock, the 
priſoner was put to the bar; and after a ſhort time 
the pannel of jurors was called over ; the priſoner 
chaſnaed about eighteen. At length the follows

The Clerk of the Arraigns then proceeded to 
read the indictment, which was of very conſider- 
able length; the ſubſtance of which was, Fee 

THAT during the preſent war between Louis 
of France, and our preſent Sovereign, the priſoner 
was a traitor, and compaſied and imagined the 
King's death; and in order to carry ſuch his treaſon» - 
able compaſſing and purpoſe into effect, he did 
compole and write divers inſtructions and letters 
to be ſent to certain ſubjects of the French King, 
ſtating the number and force of divers ſhips of war 
of this country; how they were manned and fur- 
niſhed with proviſions ; the names of the command- 
ers, 
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ers, and ſuppoſed deſtinations of ſquadrons; the 
times of ſailing, and the ſervioe they were intend- 
ed for; and the times when other ſhips were ex- 
pected to arrive in this country from foreign parts: 
and the particulars of the regiments deſtined to the 
Weſt Indies and America. That Admiral Rodney 
was at Barbadoes, with fourteen ſhips of war, and 
that others were under repair at St. . and the 
deſtination of the ſquadron under Admiral Geary. 
The Indictment likewiſe charged him with procur - 
ing liſts of the force and condition of the fleet at 
Portſmouth, in order to ſend the ſame to the ene- 
mies of this country ; for retaining and employing 
Lutterloh to procure intelligence, and to ſend the 
ſame to the ſubjects of the French King, and with 
other overt acts of treaſon. 
There was another count in the indictment for 
adhering to the king's enemies, charging the ſame 
overt acts as in the firſt count, againſt the duty of 
his allegiance againſt the peace of our lord the 


King, his crown, and dignity, and againſt the form 
of the ſtatute. 


Mir. Attorney General, now ſtated the nature of the 
charge: the aid of the kind imputed to the priſoner, 
was the moſt effectual that any individual could give 
to the enemies of this country, as it enabled them, 
if more powerful than we were, to lay in wait for, 
and defeat us: if we had the ſuperiority, they were 
appriſed to avoid the danger. He ſaid, it was true 
the priſoner was a Frenchman by birth; but that 
whilſt he reſided under the protection of the laws of 
this country, a local allegiance aroſe, as a condition 
of that protection, and which he was as much bound 
to obſerve, as if he had been a natural born ſubject 
of this country. A philoſopher, he ſaid, might 

PE ſpecu- 
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r on the ſubject, and might perhaps raiſ: a 


ade of difference between a traitor of this diſcrip- 


tion, and a natural ſubject; but in the view of true 

olicy, the offence is, and the puniſhment ought to 
2 the ſame; it the acts committed by the priſoner 
are ſuch as would warrant an imputation'ot'the 
crime of High Treaſon in the caſe oj a natural born 
ſubject, they muſt have the ſame effect in his caſe, 
Mr, Attorney ſaid, he could not ſtate with preciſion, 
when the priſoner firſt came into this country, In 
June 1780, the correſpondence of the priſoner was 
diſcovered ; one Ratcliff had been hired to carry 
ſome articles from Folkſtone to Boulogne : after he 


had carried one or two, he ſuſpected that he was 
carrying intelligence, and communicated his ſuſpi- 


cions to.a Mr. Stewart, who concurred in that opin- 
ion: it was therefore agreed, that Ratcliff ſhould 
deliver the next packet he 1eceived, to Mr. Stewart, 
he did ſo, and Mr. Stewart brought it to lord 
Hilſborough's office, where the nature of the cor- 
reſpondence was diſcovered, and from that time all 


the diſpatches delivered to Ratcliff were ſent to the 


vecretaries of ſtate, the material papers were copi- 
ed, and ſent to Boulogne, and delivered to the 
Commiſſary there; ſeveral of them directed to 
Monſr. Sartine, and other miniſters of France. 
'The principal in this correſpondence was not yet 
known, it was thought proper to employ Ratcliff 
as the inſtrument to diſcover him; he had 1ſome 
complaint againſt the perſon from whoſe hands he 


received his diſpatches, with reſpect to recompence; 


this he made a pretence for deſiring to ſee the prin- 


cipal, and was introduced to the priſoner under that 
character, | 


Mr. Attorney having ſtated the diſpatches, and 
eommented on them, proceeded to the circumſtanc- 
5 ' EL 
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es of the priſoner's apprehenſion. In January laſt a 
meſſenger, attended by 2 conſtable, went to his 
lodgings in Bond-ſtreet, but he was not at home 3 
they took his ſervant into cuſtody, and waited for 
his arrival. On the next day, about two o'clock, 
he came; they ſent his own ſervant to let him in, 
and in-going up ſtairs the ſervant faid ſomething to 
him, on which the priſoner endeavoured to get 
away, and, in the ſcuffle to apprehend him, he 
threw away ſome papers out of his pocket, which 
were ſecured : they conſiſted of a liſt of ſhips which _ 
were ſuppoſed to have ſuffered in the Weſt Indies; 
of the ſquadron deſtined tor Gibralter ; and the 
force of Johnfton's ſquadron. Upon this, Lutter- 
loh was apprehended, and confeſſed his connection 
with the priſoner, bywhom he ſaid he had been paid 
at the rate of 50 guineas per month. Accordingto 
his direction, ſeveral papers, many of them of very 

great importance with reſpect to the priſoner, were 
found; there were papers in the priſoner's hand! 
writing, addreſſed to perſons in the ports of France; 
an inſtruction to Lutterloh, to ſend cutters the mo- 
ment Commodore Johnſton's fleet ſhould ſail, to 
Uſhant, or Breſt, or if the wind would not permit 
them, to St. Malo, and another to Cadiz; and there 
was alſo a letter written by the pri ſoner, with blanks 
to be filled up by Lutterloh, to convey the import 
ant intelligence of the ſailing! of that ſquadron, 
There was likewiſe a ay note from the pri- 
ſoner to Lutterloh, for his pay. The writing of the 
ſeveral papers correſponded with fome letters which 
had been ſtopped at the Poſt-office, directed to a 
Mr. Brulee, at Paris, conveying intelligence of 
the ſame nature. 
Mr. Attorney General concluded, by obſerving to 
tbe jury, that the bare hiring of either Ratcliff, ot 


6-9.) 
Lutterloh, for the purpoſe of conveying intelll⸗ 
ence, was an overt act of treaſon, even if they 
ad never acted; that the inſtruction for 1 . 
intelligence of Johnſton? s ſailing was an overt a 
of treaſon ; and the obtaining the papers found in 
his poſſeflion, with intent to ſend them to France, 
was likewiſe an overt act; that all or any one of 
thoſe was ſufficient to ground a conviction of the 


priſoner. The firſt evidence in ſupport of the 
proſecution was Ratcliffe.

Q. What are you? 

A. I am a ſaman, and live at Folkſtone. 

Q. Do you know the priſoner at the bar, and 
do you recollect any thing as to being applied to 
by a Mr. Rozaire to convey papers from

was once in November with Mr. De la 


Motte, at the houſe of Mr. Rozaire in Greek-ſtreet ; 
but before that I had carried ſeveral packets of 
papers from Canterbury, Dover, and other places, 
to France, which papers I received trom Rozaire. 


Q. Who paid you, and what ſums did you re- 


ceive for conveying theſe papers? 

A. Mr. Rozaire ſometimes, and ſometimes Mr. | 
Waltren 2 me. I was to have 20ol. for each 
trip, it the things were delivered foon. 

Q. Was not a promiſe. made to you, that if you 
were expeditious, you ſhould have a preſent of a 
hundred pounds, and was that promiſe fulfilled ?  - 
A. I once received*261. for a trip, and at other 
times from 10 to 15 1. I deſired to ſee Mr. De la 
Motte ; and Mr. Rozaire introduced meto him at 
his (Rozaiiifs) - houſe in Greek Street, Mr. De la 
Nee {21d the money could not be paid me, be

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cauſe I had not delivered the papers early,enough, 
and therefore the news was of no ſervice. 

Q. Did Mr. de la Motte complain on account 
of the papers or the goods not being delivered Wb 
enough? Are you ſure he ſaid papers: '_. . 

A. No; he ſaid things. n 

Q. W hen you were in Greek Street, I think you 
received ſome papers which you were to convey to 
Boulogne ? 


A. Yes, and they were given me by Mr. Ro- 
Zaire. : 
Q. Do you recollect ſeeing the model of a gun? 
A. Yes; I ſaw that model, and ſome prints 
when I took the papers from Rozaire's in Greek 


Street. 
Ceoſt- examined by Mr. Peckham. 
Q. You often have conveyed prints and Birm- 
ingham goods for De la Motte by order of Roz- 
aire. 


A. I have taken ſeveral parcels the contents of 
which I was a ſtranger to, | 
Q. Did the priſoner, when you was at the houſe 
of Rozaire, complain to you that the papers, or 
the news, was not delivered in time, or did he 
fay, the goods? 
A. He did not ſay the news. but the things, and 
I do not recollect that he mentioned papers. , 
Q. Did you ever W any money, or other 
gratuity from the priſoner 
A. No; I was always paid by Mr. Rozaiges or 
Mr. Waltren. | 
Q. Who delivered the papers to you in a Greek- 
ſtreet. | 
A. I received them of Mr, Rozaire. | 
Q. Did Mr. De la Motte order Rozure to give. 
you theſe papers? ;

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A. No; he brought them down ſtairs, and gave 
them to me without receiving any direction, in my | 
hearing from Mr. De la Motte.

A. I keep a toy ſhop in Greek-ſtreet. I was in- 

troduced to the acquaintance of Mr. De la Motte 

about two years ago by Mr. Waltren, who retired 

to Paris immediately after the apprehenſion of the

Qi. Have not you been employed by De la Motte 
to procure packets to be conveyed to France? 
A. I engaged Ratcliff to take' parcels from De 
la Motte to Boulogne. I myſell often went to 
Canterbury and other places to deliver packets to 
Ratcliff; and for this and other ſervices Mr. De la 
Motte paid me eight, guineas per month; and he 
"likewiſe paid my travelling expences. In the 
courſe of fix months I went about fix times to Bou- 
logne, on the buſineſs of Mr. De la Motte; and 
delivered parcels to Mr. Le Fevre, the agent of 
Mr. Caſin, merchant at Calais, to whom they were 
to be forwarded. Some of the papers which I de- 
livered to Ratcliffe were directed to Mr. Smith, 
.merchant, at Boulogne. Between laſt June and 
December I purchaſed prints tor the priſoner to 
the amcunt of 300 l. and theſe and other goods 
which he purchaſed were to ſend abroad. | 
Q. Were not letters received at your houſe di- 
rected for the priſoner? 
A. Mr. Waltren requeſted that I would permit 
poſt letters intended tor him, to be ſupericrived 
with my name; and I have paid for letters, ſo di- 
rected, ſometimes fix-pence, eighteen-pence, and 
. B 2 ö ſometimes 
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ſometimes two ſhillings. Theſe letters were ſome- 


times delivered to me by Waltren, and ſometimes 


the priſoner took them from my houſe; I have 
ſeen him break open ſeveral, but I never read any 


of them. 8

At difierent times I have received papers from 
Ratcliff, and tranſmitted ſome of them to Lord 
Hilſborough's office. On the third of July he 
brought me. one packet; another on the 16th ; 
and ancther on the 2d of Auguſt; Ind theſe three 


I delivered to Sit Stanier Porteen, having marked 


them ſo as to enable me to ſwear to them; and I 
inſtructed Ratcliff to diſcover the author, 


Sir Stanier Porteen. | 
Q. As you are ſecretary to Lord Hilſhorough, 
it is preſumed, Sir, that you know ſomething of 
the papers mentioned by the laſt witneſs. | 
A l found the former papers laying upon the 
table in the office: but Mr. Steward delivered into 
my hands three ſeveral parcels at different times, 


namely, on the 4th of July, the 17th of the fame 
month, and the 2d of Auguſt. Of two of thoſe 


which were delivered to me by Mr. Steward, I 
took exact copies, and of the third I made. an ab- 
ſtract: and the others I cauſed to be copied at the 
poſt office. After being tranſcribed, the originals 
were returned to Mr. Steward, in order to be for- 
warded to France; I delivered the whole of the 
tranſcfipts to Mr. Todd, or Mr. Maddiſon, and 
wrote my name on thoſe three parcels delivered to 
me by Mr. Steward, in order that I might be ena- 
bled to authenticate them as true copies 

Q. After being tranſcribed, how were the ori- 
gi nal papers diſpoſed of ? eee 2

A. I delivered them to Mr. Todd, or Mr. Mad. 
diſon of the poſt-ofice, That parcel received on 
the 4th of July, to Mr. Todd; but with reſpect to 
the others, I cannot preciſely decide to which of 
thoſe gentlemen I delivered them. 


Mr. Maddiſen being ſworn, he examined one of 


the tranſcripts, and ſwore it to be in the hand- 


writing of a clerk ot the poſt-office, lately deceaſed. 
Mr. Chamberlayne was preparing to read other 


papers, when Mr. Pec kham interpoſed, contend- 


ing that they were inadmiſſible as evidence, fince 


it had not been proved that the originals were ever 


in the poſſeſſion of the priſoner, much leſs that 


they were in his hand-writing ; and for this reaſon 


the learned gentleman inſiſted the originals them- 


ſelves would not be evidence if they could be pro- 
duced ; and that therefore the copies muſt neceſſa- 
rily be objected to by the court. 

Mr. Attorney General argued, that as a conſpi- 
racy had evidently ſubſiſted between the priſoner 
and Henry Lutterloh; and though he admitted 
what had * advanced by the counſel for the pri- 
ſoner, that it had not been proved that any of the 

apers in queſtion were thoſe identical ones which 
Patcliff received from Rozaire in the preſence of 
the pritoner ; yet the proofs that in this early ſtage 
of the trial were ſo indiſputable, that a treaſonable 
conſpiracy had ſubſiſted between the priſoner and 
Lutterloh, that he conceived himſelf to be perfectly 
juſtifiable in perſiſting in his opinion, that the pa- 
pers ought to be admitted in evidence, | | 

Judge Buller now delivered his opinion to the 
following effect : Admitting that the proofs of the 
conſpiracy were clear, yet, it had not come out in 
evidence, that the originals were bona fide the 


writing of the priſoner, Ratcliff had ſworn, that 


he 
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he received papers in preſence of the priſoner ; but 
could not prove, that they were the originals from 
which the copies were made; nor had he in any 
irftance attempted to prove the hand-writing of 
the priſoner. His opinion, in ſhort, was againſt 
tbe admiffibility of the copies; and in this the 
court acquieſced. | 


Charles Fealous, 
On the 4th.of January, accompanied by David 
Prot hero, I went to Mr. De la Motte's lodgings in 


Bond- ſtreet; and not finding him at home, we re- 
mained there all night. About two in the after- 
noon, of the 5th, a double knock was heard at the 


door, when the priſoner's ſervant ſaid, he believed 


-bis maſter was. come, and 'opened the door. In 
the paſſage the ſervant ipke to the priſoner, who 


immediately turned on his heel, ſeemingly with 


a deſign to go out at the ſtreet-door, at which 
moment Prothero ſeized him by the collar. We 
threw him on the floor with an intention of 
ſearching him; but in the ſtruggle he took ſome 
papers out of his wa iſtcoat pocket, and threw them 
upon the ſtairs. I took up the papers, among 
which was a bank note for 10 l. which was re- 
turned to him. After this we conveyed him be- 
fore the ſecretaries of ſtate who committed him to 


the Tower. | 5 | 
The papers which the priſoner had thrown from 
his pocket at the time of his apprehenſion were 
now read; and they contained an accurate narra- 
tive, in the hand-writing of his agent Lutterloh, 
of the general ſituation of the Britith navy; men- 


' tioning the deftination of the Britannia, the Prince 
George, the Duke, Monmouth, the Alexander, 


and many other ſhips of war, with the time for 
| | which 
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which they were reſpectively victualled, and when 
they would be ready to ſail. Information was aile 
given of the ſtrength of ,commadore.. Johnſtos 
tquadron, . with. its being victualled. for eight 
months. There was alſo an account of the da- 
mage which our ſhipping ſuſtained. in conſe- 
quence of the dreadful hurricane in the Weft- 
Indies, the loſt and damaged ſhips being enu- 
merated, and the time being, aſcertained which 
would be required: for the repair of each veſſeh. 
There was allo a liſt of the number of the ſiek and 
wounded men at Hafler. All theſe papers were in 
the han d writing of Lutterloh ; ſome being .dine& 
d to Mr. Theed, Philpot-lane ; and Mrs. Wall, 

arrington-ſtreet, that they might eſeape ſuſpi= 
cion, They were dated in December and January 
laſt, and none of them had the ſuperſcription of

He particularly 
ſwore to a paper of inftructions written by the pri- 


ſoner, wherein the intelligence the priſoner withed 


to obtain with reſpect to the deftination, ſailing, 
and force of commodore Johnſton's 1qQuadron, was 
mentioned among a great number of other matters, 
Luttęrloh ſwore that the paper, marked No. g, 
contained information concerning our navy, Which 
was intended for the French ambaſſador at Cadiz ; 
that No. 11, was intended for the governor at 
Breſt ; No. 15, for Monſ. Sartine, the naval mi- 
niſter at the court of France; and he alſo acknow- 
ledged that other papers were intended to be tranſ- 
mitted to the commandants of the different French 
ſea- ports to whom they were directed. This de- 
ponent _ that when any matters of importance- 
occured, he frequently came expreſs to London, 
in order to communicate the particulars thereof to 
the priſoner ; and that ſometimes he ſent his in- 
telligence by the poſt, diligence, or ſome other 
quick mode of conyeyance : but that he might be

Mr. Justice Buller ſummed up the evidence, whick ke 
prefaced by obſerving, that there were two ſorts of treaſon 
charged in the inditment, viz. compaſling the death of his 
majeſty, and adhering to his enemies; that the overt acts 
were collecting intelligence to ſupply the enemy with, the 
ſending ſoch intelligence to the enemy, and the hiring ꝗ per- 
ſon to collect intell'gence, and theſe, he informed the jury, 
were overt acts of treaſon, as had been held in ſeveral cafes, 
although the intelligence had not ever been communicated ; 
that ſuch being the law, the queſtions for the jury to wry 
were, whether the priſoner hired Ratcliff, and Lutterloh, 
or either of them, to convey theè intelligence; and whether 
the two letters which had been intercepted and read, in evi- 
dence, were intended to be ſent to the enemy. | 


The learned judge havirg informed the jury of the law, 
ſaid, he ſhou!d proceed to ſtate the evidience as, fully as poſ- 
'fible ; and that he ſhould make ſuch obſervations on it, as 
he went along, as might occur to him, conceivirg it the duty 
of the court, to inform ard aſſiſt ſo as not to miſlead the 
Jury ; but before he did this ; he defired they would obſerve, 
that they ought not by any means, to adopt any opinion or 
obſervation that he might deliver, 8 it came from 
him, but if it did not perfectly coincide with their own ob- 
ſervation and reaſoning on the caſe, to reject it totally, and 
to adopt ſuch other as might appear to them better founded. 
Having made theſe preliminary obſervations, the judge pro- 
ceeded to ſtate the evidence in a very candid, diſpaſli.nate, 
and accurate manner, occaſionally obſerving on ſuch parts, 
as made either in ſupport of the proſecution, or in farogr of 
the priſoner, and left the whole with them to decide ac- 
cording to their oaths, 

The jury withdrew for a very few minutes, and returnd
